HEREAS a due and proper 
W Regulation of the Militia of 
this Colony, tends not only 
to the Security and Defence thereof, 
but likewife to the Honour and Service 
of his Majefty.

Hencur the Licutenant Governor, the 
Council, and the General Affex:bly, and TOR a 
itis bereby Enacted by the Authority of tomlin.

with the Captain or next commanding 
Officer, either of the Troop of Horfe, 
orthe Company of Foot in the City 
Town, Borough, Manor or Precinét, 
where fuch Perfon fhall refide or fo- 
ourn, under Penalty of Forty Shillings, atl 
or every three Months fuch Perfon 3 monts.
